A BOCA MAN'S SUICIDE.

leser Martin Hangs Himself in the 


Ang 
Nevada City Juil. 


The Nevada City Herald of Thurs 

day gives the following account of the 
voluntary suspension of à prisoner 
from Boca: Angleser Martin, an Ital- 
ian, who was brought from Truckee last 


Tuesday and lodged in the county jail 
on the charge of an assault with a 
deadly weapon on the person of Chas. 
McBrown, at Boca, on the 380th ult., 
was this morning, at 11 o’clock, found 
dead, hanging by a rope tied to the 
top bunk of his coll. Geo. Smith, a 
prisoner in the jail, stated to a repor- 
ter of the Herald that he saw the It- 
alian walking up and down the corri- 
dor about 18 minutes before he « om- 
mitted suicide. He says that he ab. 
ared as though he was crazy, and 
was all the time talking to himself. 
He kept peering into the cell where 
Smith and sume others were en 

in conversation, and when asked to 
come in, paid no attention. A short 
time afterwards a young boy, (one of 
the inmates of the prison), fouod him 
in his cell dead, caused by hanging 
himself. He immediately gave the 
alarm. Under Sheriff Carter and the 
janitor appeared on the scene and cut 
the unfortunate being down. The 
Coroner was sent for, and took charge 
of the body. The rope by which he 
hung himself was used for tying up 
his blankets. A fit of insanity was, 
no doubt, the cause. His arrest was 
owing to his drawing a knife on Char- 
les McBrown, in Boca, on the 30th in- 
stant, with which he inflicted several 
wounds on the neck of the latter. 
The reason of the attack was that he 
velieved that McBrown had stolen his 
watch, and for which Mc. was arrest- 
ed and is now a prisoner in the jail, 
charged with petit larceny.
